FIREDAMP IN A MINE. 


Distressing Mishap in the Shaft at 


Niantic Last Night. 


Two Young Men Probably Fatally Burned 


by an Explosion of Coal Gas. 


News reached Decatur last (Tuesday) 


night about ten o'clock, of a distressing 
accident iu the new coal mine at Niantic 
iu this county. A telegram was sent here 
by Superintendent Graham, summoning 
Dr. Caes Chenoweth to the scene. On 
his arrival at Niantic this morning at 1 
o'clock he found two' young men Charles 
Lindsay nud Geo. Livingstone by name, 
badly burnt about the head, arms and 
bodies, the injuries having been received 
by the explosion of coal gt,s that issued 
from crevices in the mine. This species 
of gas is commonly called ''fire-damp" by 
the miners and is very much dreaded be- 
cause its presence cannot always be de- 
termined 
in

The 
explosion 
occurred 
at 


about 9:30 o'clock last night. There were 
three men at work in the galleries at the 
bottom of the shaft, and the two named 
were burned as described before they 
could be rescued. The other miner es- 
caped uninjured. He was in another part 
of the mine at the time of the explosion. 
He endeavored to rescue Livingstone and 
Lindsay and threw one of them into the 
"sump." For some unknown reason the 
engines were tnot in working order and 
steam had to bo raised before the men 
could be removed from the shaft. When 
taken out both men were nearly dead,nud 
one was thought to be in a dying condi- 
tion. He was yet alive at G:30 o'clock 
when Dr, Chenoweth left Ninntic.

Mrs. John Flynn, the widow o 
an old soldier, is going about the streets 
making anxious inquiries about Mitchell 
She got him to secure her arrearages o: 
pension, and placed her husband's papers 
in his hands iu the fall of 1881. She fears 
that Henry has not only sloped for good 
but has stolen the papers and perhaps 
captured the pension money she has been 
expecting for over a year. Mrs. Flynn 
asserts that Henry has got away with 
$40 belonging to Mrs. Harry Holmes, and 
it also stated that Mr. Traylor, of the 
Commercial Hotel, mourns the non-pay- 
ment of a 826 board bill, Mr. Mitchell 
has been representing the following insur 
auce companies in Decatur for several 
mouths: 
"Commercial," of New York; 


"Firemen's," of Dayton, Ohio; and 
the "Bockford," of Bockford, 111. The 
absent "lawyer"' came here from Blue 
Mound last winter, and gained considera- 
ble notoriety by publishing and circulat- 
ing what was known as the "Dead Beat 
List." It is possible that Mr. Mitchell 
will return to Decatur ere long, when he 
will be kept busy making explanations to 
the anxious ones.

THE E1AVIN MEETING.

hemselves with regard to the matter. 
He spoke for an hour. The points made 
vere backed up with the party records, 
and were received with general marks of 
approval.

assured his hearers that the "Schoolmas- 
ter wa^abroad.''

A Cold-Blooded Murder. 


Yesterday Marshal Hewes received 


telegram notifying him to arrest a man 
named Leigh, wanted for murder in Chris 
tian county. The particulars of the deed 
we find in the Taylorviile Jmirnal of the 
5th, as follows: "Late last night news 
was brought to this city detailing the cir- 
cumstances of a cold-blooded, dastardly 
and unprovoked murder that had been 
committed about one mile north of Pal- 
mer. The facts in the case are about as 
follows: James Rigby owned 40 acres of 
land, which was surrounded by that own- 
ed by E. T. Leigh, which the latter want- 
ed to purchase, but Rigby would not 
sell. Thereupon .Leigh closed in upon 
him in a way that there was no outlet. 
BJeby, then, by law, forced a road across 
Leigh's land, which so exasperated the 
Leigh family that all during the day they 
were cursing and abusing Rigby unmer- 
cifully, he, however, paying no attention 
to their abusive language. Late in the 
afternoon E. T. Leigh's son John went to 
Rigby's place, where he found him and 
his wife in the field cutting corn. Leigh 
hailed Rigby and told him to come out 
nnd he would show him where to put the 
road. Rigby started toward Leigh and 
when near enough Leigh commenced 
shooting and shot five times; one of the 
balls took effect in Rigby's arm, another 
passed through his body jnst above the 
hips, killing him. Leigh boarded the 
norlh bound train on the Wabash, and 
at this writing (9 o'clock a. m., Thursday) 
he is still at large." 


We learn to-day that Rigby did not die 


until last night. The father of the mur- 
derer has been arrested and is now in jail 
at Taylorville. His name is E. T. Leigh, 
John Leigh is still at large.

A Motion Prom Southern Illinois on the 


State Fair Question. 


We have received a copy of the Farm- 


er and Fruit Giwer of Southern Illi- 
nois, published at Anna, Union county. 
It contains the following marked article 
concerning the permanent location of the 
state fair: 


The State Agricultural Board is a ring 


institution that is run in the interest of a 
few individuals. The state fair should be 
permanently located at Deoaturor Bloom- 
ington, and all the farmers from the 
south as well as from the centre of the 
state should have a fair showing, and 
make it a benefit to the state. It is now 
run to -put money in the pockets of a few 
who have fastened themselves on the state 
board. We are opposed to the state ap- 
propriating anolcier cent to the board un- 
til it is conducted in n better manner. 
Southern Illinois is the best portion of 
rhis great state, and yet the Board of Ag- 
ticulture treats us as barbarians, and run 
the state fair in the interest of a few. If 
the state board is still run by the same 
old "machine" let Decatur or Blooming- 
ton get up a state fair under its own man- 
agement, and Southern Illinois will join 
in making it an exhibition worthy of our 
great state. 


If the above is a correct expression of 


the feelings of the people of Southern Ill- 
inois on the question, they are certainly 
considerably disgusted with the manage- 
ment of former state fair managers and 
ache for a change that will give them n 
chance to reach a state fair. Dccfitur is 
about as near the geographical centre of 
Illinois as any city of her size, and the 
railroad facilities cannot be excelled. The 
matter of locating the state fair for the 
next two years will come up before the 
state agricultural board in due time. The 
members of the body should heed the cry 
from Egypt and keep their eyes centred 
upon Decatur as an available point to 
iold alt future state fairs.

[reland on account of her whisky, 
}ut becomes eloquent when he speaks 
of her beauty and her orators. 
No 


American would be content to seo 
;he land of his nativity personified 
jy a still-house or a saloon. 
His 


Dride is in her marvelous progress, 
aer liberal laws, her statesmen and 
:ier soldiers. 
No Frenchman reveres 


France on account of her wines. Ho 
points ^o the Little Corporal in war, 
to Paris, the queen of beautiful cities, 
and to her inestimable treasures of 
art, and her achievements in litera- 
ture and science. 


Why is it, then, it may be asked, 


that German-Americans aro content 
to let their native land be portrayed 
as a spigoted barrel, when she is 
tho peer of any in all that makes na- 
tions great? 
The explanation is 


simple enough. 
The saloon element, 


pushing itself forward, takes upon 
itself the authority to speak for all. 
It shamelessly assumes to enthrone 
Gambriuns as dominant, and to rep-

tha laws of their adopted land. They 
are not so wedded to tho boor-keg as 
beer-seelers would havo tho public 
believe. 
If the traffic in that bever- 


age presumes to take its stand be 
tweoii the people and law and order 
thousands of the best German citi- 
zens in America will array themselve1 


in favor of the maintenance of law 
It is no crime to drink boor. 
But ii 


may at times be unlawful to sel 
beer, just as it is to sell calico anc 
coffee! 
If the dealers in the lattei 


comriodities take it upon themselves 
to defy the law, and to sell in viola 
tion of statutes regulating their sale 
they are fined, and no law-abidin; 
citizen will take exception to th 
punishment inflicted. 
Germans, in 


common with their fellow-citizens 
recognize the justice of such regula 
tions, and are willing to abide bj 
them. 


This "beer of blood" element alsi 


misrepresents tha-political status o 


he Germans. Many of them- have 
ieen Republicans ever since they 
aine to America, are Republicans to-v 
lay, and will continue such in every 
ontest between the two great par- 
ies. 
They are intelligent and fair- 


niinded enough 
to recognize the 


ights and wishes of others,- and the 
necessity of 
surrendering certain 


mvileges in order to have protection 
u the enjoyment of others. 
The 


armer would like to work on Sun- 
,ay, and the merchant to sell goods 
n that clay, in order to increase 
lieir gains,' but 
they forgo these 


latural rights in order to secuite the 
.rtincial protection of organized gov- 
rurnent. 
!No man 
in a civilized 


ommnnity but gives up some right 
u order to effect a co-operation by 
hich he receives advantages super- 
or to those he surrenders. 
There 


re thousands of Germans who see 
nore in the history of Germany than 
i cataclysm of beer, and more in the 
ights and privileges of American 
itizenship than beer-drinking with- 
)ut restriction. 
If it is made an 


ssue—as now seems probable—be- 
ween an untaxed and unlawful Iraf- 
ic and a just enforcement of law, the 
arge majority of Germans will un- 
lesitatingly take their stand in favor 
of the later. 
The better part of Ger- 


man-American society may be libeled 
n public parades, but cannot be 
;ept from vindicating themselves at 
.he ballot-box. 
If a German has 


)oen a Bepublican from principle, he 
vill be a Bepublican still. 
But if he 


s simply a saloon-keeper, unwilling 
o obey the law, he will probably 
cast his vote with the party which is 
willing to give him special privileges 
over citizens engaged in other lines 
of business. 
As for the Journal, it 


can say that it has no such mean 
opinion of tho German character as 
;o expect a stampede from the Re- 
jublican party when that party dares 
;o maintain that saloon-keepers have 
no more rights in America than have 
nerchauts, mechanics and farmers, 
[t is safe to say that the better ele- 
ment of German society will be found 
n the Bepublican ranks in Novem- 
ber. 
It would be an insult to their 


patriotism and intelligence not to ex- 
pect it.

[Laugh- 
ter. | This team is the democratic 
party. 
(Laughter.] 
Theso people 


indorse the work the pionoersi have 
done, and are willing to share the 
benefit of other people's work. They 
are, doubtless, honest in this, but it 
would have been much greater to 
their credit if they had helped dotho 
work that brought those 
results 


about.

How the Poor Live In Mexico. 


Philadelphia Times. 


No description can give an ade- 


quate idea of the extreme poverty 
and scarcity of comforts among the 
mass of the Mexican people. Their 
jouses are built of adobe (large mud 
jricks dried in the sun and laid in a 
mid mortar), covered with a thatch • 
ed roof, without floors or window- 


Olasc, containing one, sometimes two 
rooms, and generally devoid of furn- 
ture. 
The cooking is usually dono 


outside, under a small thatched 
awning. 
Conking stoves 
are un- 


iuown save among a few of the 
wealthier class and some foreigners. 
Earthen ware cooking utensils are 
exclusively used, and are of the most 
primitive kind. 
Meals ' are served 


on a mat made of grasses spread 
upon the floor; all the family squat 
around it and help themselves. 
No 


chairs, no tables, uo knives and forks. 
A dish of beans, possibly some dried 
beef, and tho ever present tortillas, 
lonstitute the repast. 
This latter 


article is 
made from corn meal 


ground between two stones, and isj 
prepared fresh for every meal. 
It is, 


then made into a stiff dough, from 
which round flat cakes are worked 
out by tho hand to about the size of 
an ordinary cake of pilot bread. This 
is then baki'd on an earthenware, 
griddle; the cake is thin and bakes 
quickly. 
This latter with beans con- 


stitutes the principal diet of the 
poor. Butter is unknown, and few 
over get coffoe. 
Croats' milk is used 


instead of that from the cow, from 
preference, as there are plenty of 
cows in the country, but they aro 
esteemed only for breeding. 
Tho 


poor wear cotton clothing altogether, 
and if it is cold a blanket or a shawl, 
half wool and half cotton—is thrown 
over tho shoulders. 
Tho drink is 


mescal. 
This is a liquor distilled 


from the maguey plant, and tastes 
very much like Scotch whisky. It is 
tho national drink of tho country. 
Tho rich indulge in champagne, in 
fact, all kimls of wines and brandy. 
American bottled beer is making 
rapid strides to a first place as a 
beverage among the Mexican people. 
Chicago and St. Louis have their 
drummers all through tho country, 
and American beer can be had in al- 
most any town 
in the States of 


Northern anil Western Mexico.

A Woman Lynched In Kentucky 


From the Ortttontlen (KvJPreis. 


Another page in the black history 


of the Sullivan-Campbell gang was 
turned last week by the hanging of 
Mary Sullivan, mistress of Crockett 
Jenkins, mention of whose departure 
by the rope-line was made in these 
columns a few weeks ago. 


Last Sunday morning the dead 


body of Mary Sullivan was found 
hanging to a limb, a few miles from 
Shady Grove. 
The same tree and 


the same limb that witnessed the dis- 
graceful death of Jenkins were part 
of the means by which his female 
partner in crime crossed the dark 
river. 
When found, the body had 


the appearance of having been dead 
several hours. 
Near the tree was 


found a basket containing some of 
her clothing and 840 in gold. 
The 


body was cut down and buried at 
Shady Grove. A few days ago Mary 
Sullivan was arrested as one of the 
parties who hung Jenkins, but was 
released. 
While under arrest at 


Princeton she hired guards, to keep 
out of jail; to pay the guards she 
mortgaged two milch cows. 
On 


Friday night, en route to Princeton 
to redeem her property, she stopped 
to spend the night with Norman 
Hubbard. About 8 o'clock that night 
a mob of about fifty men went to 
;he residence of Hubbard and called 
'or Mary; and, after posting up no- 
tices that on Friday before the first 
Sunday in tho next month they 
would have another hanging, at 
which all tho Sullivans and Camp 
bells in the country will be hung, 
hurried her off to the same tree from 
which Jenkins crossed the dark river 
a few days before, and there tho body 
was found as stated. 
From a man 


who for several years resided in this 
neighborhood, we loam that Mary 
Sullivan was about 34 years old, a 
woman who respected no one and 
who knew no fear. 
Given ovor to 


sinning in early life, her career has 
been checkered with sin upon sin. 
'•Why," says tho man, "she was the 
terror of tho neighborhood, and I 
tell you, if I didn't know she was in 
the ground I wouldn't be telling you 
this. 
With the pistol or rifle she 


was a crack shot; in a hand to hand 
light she was a perfect lionesss. I'll 
venture she's been on many a mid- 
night 
maraud 
dressed in man's 


clothes with a pistol in her pocket. 
Her features were, more like those of 
a man than n woman. 
Stealing was 


u pastime, and had she and her pals 
had tho field and sway, their names 
would shine bright on a page with 
tho Jameses. In her death that clan 
has received the severest blow yet, 
nnd I think their days are now num- 
bered."

AccoRDisa to the report of the 


state board of Agriculture the total 
yield of the winter wheat crop of the 
state for 1882 IB nearly 51,000,000 
bushels, or in exact figures, 50,951,- 
529 bushels. The average per acre 
is 18J bushels. In quality the crop 
has never been surpassed, and the 
returns in money to the farmers will 
be greater than of any crop harvested 
during the past fourteen years. Two 
counties, Madison and St. Glair, yield 
over 2,000,000 bushels each, the ex- 
act figures being 2,421,921, and 2,- 
692,520 bushels respectively. 
Thir- 


teen counties yield over 1,000,000 
bushels each, as follows: Adams, 1,- 
209,060; Edgar, 1,007,136; Graene, 
1,055,082; Jefferson,!,023,000; Mon- 
roe, 1,791,909; Montgomery, 1,492,- 
326; Pike, 1,548,780; Randolph, 1,- 
964,930; Vermilion, 1,037,196; Wash- 
ington, 1,805,817. 
The total yield 


of oats is stated at 99,275,380—near- 
ly 100,000,000 bushels,' showing an 
average of forty bushels to the acre, 
and exceeding by considerably over 
24,000,000 bushels the largest crop 
ever before raised in the state. Two 
counties produced over 3,000,000 
bushels each, ten over 2,000,000 each 
and thirty-one counties over 1,000,- 
000 bushels each. 
The yield of the 


corn crop is not yet assured, but the 
prospects at present are fair for very 
nearly an average crop. These state- 
ments of grain production, the West- 
ern Manufacturer 
remarks, "might 


be considered a pretty fair showing 
of one year's business for one state, 
but when these are supplemented 
with over 7,000 manufacturing estab- 
lishments, employing over 140,000 
working people and turning out for 
the same year a valne of mechanical 
products of more than §450,000.000, 
it shows a development of resources 
that could never have been brought 
about bnt by a diversity of indus- 
tries. 
And it shows also that the 


fullest development of the manufac- 
turing industries in no way interferes 
with the agricultural industries, and 
that therefore the invitation to fore- 
go tho former, and transfer the cap- 
ital and labor now invested and em- 
ployed in them to tho latter is only, 
so far as Illinois is concerned, to 
forego just about one-half of our 
present animul production in value.1' 


"SENATOR" JACK is perturbed 
in 


spirit about tho awfully high taxes 
that the Republican party has in- 
flicted upon the people, and wants "a 
change'1 for the purpose of relief. 
Of course this moans that if the peo- 
ple want their taxes reduced they 
ought to olect him to the Senate, in- 
stead of 3Ir. Rogers. 
Now, the leg- 


islature has nothing to do with the 
amount of taxes collected from tho 
people, save in tho matter of state 
taxes. 
All tho other taxes are local 


in their character, and are levied by 
boards of supervisors, city councils, 
school boards and township boards, 
The rate of taxation is undeniably 
high in Macon county, and especially 
in the city of Decatur, tho aggregate 
for 1880 being ?5.36i cents on each 
SI00 valuation. (It should be re- 
membered, however, that this seem- 
ingly high rate is upon a valuation 
of less than one-third.) 
Of this 


§5.301 the state tax—the only one 
that the legislature has anything to 
do with—is 
just thirty-si.c cents, 


leaving a remainder of S5.OOJ.to be 
charged up to the "extravagance" 
etc.. of the local authorities of Deca- 
tur and Macon county. 
To be a 


little more explicit: a tax-payer in 
Decntur whoso taxes were 820 for 
the year 1880, paid just §1.35 state 
tax: the remaining §18.65 went for 
county, town, road and bridge, city, 
library and school purposes. 
Tho 


county tax alone was just a third 
greater 
than the 
state tax. the 


city tax over six times as much, the 
school tax nearly three 
times as 


much, while the road and bridge tax 
was over fifty per cent, greater than 
the state tax. 
If reformation in the 


amount of taxation is to be effected 
the remedy lies not with the body in 
which the ' 'senator" wants a seat, 
but in the local boards, and as our 
most burdensome taxes are levied by 
the city council, in which there are 
six Democrats to four Republicans, 
with a Democratic mayor who is also 
a candidate for county clerk on the 
Bourbon ticket, it would seem that 
our office-seeking neighbor is just a 
little previous in his endeavors to 
charge extravagance upon the Re- 
publicans in the way of public ex- 
penditures. 


A DISGRACEFUL EXHIBITION. 


The incidents attending the vol- 


untary surrender of the bandit, 
Frank James, were of such a char, 
acter as ought to make every honest 
man blush for his kind. Here was 
a red-handed murderer, a highway 
robber whose exploits did not par- 
take even of the element of bravery, 
who never robbed a train or mur- 
dered a victim except in true savagp 
style—by ambush and surprise— 
this man, after hiding for years un- 
der an assumed name, and when no 
longer able to defy the* law marches 
into the capital of his native state, is 
ostentatiously introduced to the gov- 
ernor by one of the most prominent 
men of the state as "my 
friend 


Frank James," and then proceeds in 
a stagy manner to deliver up the 
weapons with which he had sent 
many an innocent victim to his long 
home. 
He became at once the lion 


of the city, held a reception at one 
of the hotels, where be was called 
upon by the wealth, the beauty, the 
aristocracy, the judiciary and execu- 
tive, even, of Missouri, and, after be- 
ing afforded every opportunity to ex- 
perience the delights which an hon- 
ored guest of the state alone could 
have spread before him, this murder- 
ous wretch was politely escorted to 
the county in which he stands in- 
dicted for a capital offense—not in 
charge of an officer of the law, but 
by the private secretary of the gov- 
ernor. 
Could toadyism go farther, 


and what honest man can help blush- 
ing when he reads the record of this 
latest exhibition of subserviency to 
crime ?
